The figures of birth* and deaths shown in this statement 
for the week ending the 5th November 1949 relate to 182 
towns with an estimated population of 23,825 thousands. The 
total number of towns is 216 and their population is 26,382 
thousands* Thus 84% of the total number of towns represent- 
ing 90% of the total population is covered in this statement* 
The numbers of births and deaths recorded In these towns 
were 16,295 and 9,120 representing birth and death rates of 
35*6 and 19*9 per thousand of population respectively. 

(j4) Indian Provinces . — The data here relate to 162 towns 
with an estimated population of 21,636 thousands* Informa- 
tion for Bihar and Assam oould not bo inoluded. The total 
number of towns Is 192 and their population is 23,759 thous- 
ands. Thus 84% of the total number of towns representing 
91% of the total population is oovered. The numbers of births 
and deaths recorded in these towns were 14,935 and 8,455 
representing birth and death rates of 35*9 and 20*3 per 


thousand of population respectively. The table at the end 
gives the position by provinces. 

The towns of Chanda, Yeotmal and Hinganghat in 
C.P. reoorded high death rates of 59 '4, 57*0 and 53 '6 
respectively. In Yootmal the high death rate was largely due 
to deaths from fevers. In Chanda and Hinganghat the high 
death rates were not due to any one of the specified causes. 

(B) Unions and States . — The data here relate to 20 towns 
with an estimated population of 2,189 thousands. The total 
number of towns la 24 and their population is 2,623 thou- 
sands. Thus 83% of the total number of towns representing 
83% of the total population is oovered. The numbers of 
births and deaths recorded In these towns were J, 360 and 
665 representing birth and death rates of 32-3 and 15 4 8 
pec thousand of population respectively* No town re- 
corded a high dqath rate of 50 or over per thousand of 
population.
